
WE’RE THE PARTY OF TRUE BREXIT, SAYS UKIP LEADER ON VISIT 



PAUL Nuttall said UKIP was the only party 
to have campaigned for a ‘true Brexit’ as he 
issued a rallying cry urging voters in Dud¬ 
ley to back his party’s candidate. 

The UKIP leader hit the campaign trail 
in Dudley town centre on Tuesday where he 
was greeted by more than 100 supporters on 
a stroll through the market. 

There were cries of ‘Go on Paul!’ as he 
walked around Market Place, before head¬ 
ing into Roger Scott’s Mens wear on Stone 
Street. 

Mr Nuttall, who was accompanied by 
Dudley councillor, West Midlands MEP and 
parliamentary candidate for Dudley North 
Bill Etheridge on his visit to the town, 
vowed that UKIP would stand strong and 


provide effective opposition to the Conserv¬ 
ative Government. 

He said: “We are the only party going into 
the election with a clear commitment to cut 
immigration to sensible numbers. 

“And we are the only party that has really 
campaigned for a true Brexit.” 

He added that he was hoping for another 
strong showing from UKIP in Dudley fol¬ 
lowing the party’s substantial gains at the 
2015 General Election. 

Back then almost 25,000 people in the 
borough voted for UKIP’s Parliamentary 
candidates in Dudley North, Dudley South 
and Stourbridge. 

Mr Nuttall said Brexit would be the key 
issue of this year’s election campaign, but 


cast doubt on the Prime Minister’s ability 
to get the best deal for Britain in her nego¬ 
tiations with the European Union. 

“I think the EU Commission is beginning 
to play hardball, but I am not convinced 
that Theresa May will get the best deal for 
British people,” he said. 

“That is why it is important to get UKIP 
MPs elected.” 

Mr Nuttall is set to stand in Boston & 
Skegness, where he will take on incumbent 
Tory Matt Warman. 

In the EU referendum, the constituency’s 
town of Boston returned the the highest 
vote in support of Brexit, at 75.6 per cent. 


No appetite for another battle, says spokesman 


MOSQUE MOVE 
BID COST £300K 


DUDLEY Central Mosque spent almost £300,000 in its 
failed battle to move to a new site in the town, accounts 
have revealed. 

The cash included donations from the community to help draw up 
plans and pay legal costs. Leaders attempted to keep their bid to build a 
new mosque alive by appealing against Dudley Council’s refusal of the 
project in Hall Street - but it ultimately came to nothing. 


It comes as Muslim leaders say they are 
with the council over finding a new site for 
the mosque since the end of the long-run¬ 
ning legal battle over the Hall Street site 

The legal fight against the council was 
led by the Dudley Muslim Association 
(DMA), which also ploughed in hundreds of 
thousands of pounds. The central mosque, 
a registered charity, also helped by raising 
money. 

Crucial 

Ammar Khan, a member and former 
treasurer of the central mosque, admitted 
it had been painful to see so much money 
go into the project and not be any closer 
to securing their ambition of having a new 
mosque in Dudley. 

He said it was crucial that a new site was 
found in the town but that no plans were 
currently being drawn up. 

Published accounts showed the Dudley 
Central Mosque and Muslim Community 
Centre spent £141,113 on the ‘new mosque 
project’ in 2014 and £149,277 in 2015 dur¬ 
ing the court battle with Dudley Council. 

Mr Khan said: “These expenses were 
done for the new mosque project in re¬ 
gards to planning approval, solicitors and 
legal expenses. 

“It is a big disappointment for the com¬ 
munity because Dudley Central Mosque

is a charity. It has been almost 20 years of 
struggle and we are nowhere. 

“There are no plans at the moment for a 
new site. We have received no communica¬ 
tion from the council. 

“We are disappointed but believe and 
hope the time will come to find another 
site.” 

He added: “The current mosque is listed 
so cannot be expanded. The membership is 
growing and the mosque is very busy and 
difficult to manage.” 

The battle over the ill-fated plan for a 
mosque at Hall Street dragged on for more 
than a decade and Mr Khan stressed any 
new site would have to be right for everyone 
to avoid another costly row. 

He said: “There is no appetite for another 
battle. We don’t want to go into court and 
fight anyone.” 

The saga over the mosque was finally 
brought to an end in 2015 when Court of 
Appeal judges unanimously ruled in favour 
of Dudley Council over its move to buy back 
the land in Hall Street from the DMA.

FATAL 

Hit-and-run driver 
kills pedestrian, 34 

A MAN died following a hit-and-run road 
accident in Halesowen. 

The 34-year-old was walking in Cherry 
Street just after midnight on Monday when 
he was hit by a dark-coloured hatchback. 

Medics battled to save the pedestrian 
but he was pronounced dead a short time 
later. 

Police have appealed for anyone with in¬ 
formation to come forward and are urged 
to call West Midlands Police on 101. 

Detective Superintendent Tom 
Chisholm, from Force CID, said: “We have 
already spoken to a number of witnesses 
who were at the scene. But we urgently 
need to speak to anyone who witnessed 
what happened or has any information.”

Voting takes place 
for region’s mayor 

THE people of the West Midlands vote 
today (Thursday) for their first ‘Metro’ 
Mayor in charge of a region covering 
the Black Country, Birmingham, Soli¬ 
hull and Coventry. 

The candidates are James Burn 
(Green), Pete Durnell (UKIP), Beverley 
Nielsen (Liberal Democrat), Sion Simon 
(Labour Co-op), Graham Stevenson 
(Communist), Andy Street (Conserv¬ 
ative). The move follows a devolution 
deal between the Government and the 
West Midlands Combined Authority.

Red route rolls out 
to stop bad parking 

A £4,000 scheme to stamp out bad parking 
in Cradley Heath saw work start on a new 
‘red route’ begin this week. 

It means vehicles will be banned from 
parking on a mile-long stretch of Forge 
Lane, Lower High Street, Foxoak Street 
and Upper High Street. 

Yellow lines were being removed and 
the red lines put down overnight on Tues¬ 
day with the new rules coming into force 
from today (Thursday). 

The work is being done to prevent 
parking on the pavements and on nar¬ 
row stretches of the road, which has been 
causing problems. 
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Pickpocket targeted elderly on buses 



A PROLIFIC pickpocket who targeted 
elderly passengers on public transport 
has been jailed for two and a half years. 

Daniel Glowacki, of Terry Street, 
Dudley, targeted victims using the West 
Midlands bus network. 

One of his victims, an 88-year-old 
woman, was waiting to get off the bus 
when Glowacki shoved past and put 
his arm around her to confuse the lady 
while dipping inside her purse. 

On another occasion, he pushed into a 
74-year-old man who had just got to his 
feet to get off a bus as a distraction to 
swipe his wallet. The pensioner’s bank 


cards were later used in various shops 
to purchase items and to withdraw cash 
from ATMs. 

After a national appeal, information 
was received about Glowacki and he was 
arrested on March 16. 

CCTV footage on National Express 
buses provided crucial evidence and 
clearly showed the 27-year-old targeting 
elderly, vulnerable victims. 

Callous 

Glowacki admitted eight offences of 
theft when he appeared at Wolverhamp¬ 
ton Crown Court. 


Pc Sean Lowe, of Dudley Police, said: 
“He is a callous, prolific offender who 
targeted the elderly. We hope this sen¬ 
tencing will offer some comfort to the 
victims. It was a complex investigation 
involving extensive trawls of CCTV sys¬ 
tems to obtain and secure the necessary 
evidence.” 

Tony Dallison, Head of Security at 
National Express West Midlands, said: 
“We will not tolerate people stealing 
from our customers. We’d like to thank 
the Safer Travel Police teams for their 
hard work putting a stop to these des¬ 
picable crimes.” 


Wolves fans banned 
for trouble at match 

WOLVES supporters caught 
throwing plastic bottles, lighters, 
a broken seat and a coin during 
a derby match with Birmingham 
City have been banned from 
matches for three years. 

The six men were each given a 
football banning order following the 
February 24 Championship league fix¬ 
ture, which was labelled as one of the 
‘worst occasions’ of crowd behaviour. 

The disorder broke out when Blues 
striker David Davis, a former Wolves 
player, celebrated the 2-1 win in front of 
Wolves fans at Molineux, Walsall Magis¬ 
trate’s Court heard. 

The group, who had attended the match 
as individuals, then began to lob items to¬ 
wards the pitch and at Blues fans. 

More than 80 seats inside the stadium 
were broken and dozens of coins thrown. 

Paul Deakin, aged 54, from Charles 
Street, Willenhall; Iain Hills, 20, of Clifton 
Street, Sedgley; Alex Price, 26, of Pale 
Street, Dudley; Jamie Smith, 32, from Park 
Lane, Wolverhampton, George White, 18, 
from Warash Close, Wolverhampton; and 
Luke Elsmore, 30, from Burton Old Road 
East, Staffordshire, all pleaded guilty to 
throwing a missile at the spectators area. 

Deakin and Smith threw a plastic bottle, 

Price and White threw a lighter, Elsmore 
lobbed a chair and Hills hurled a coin. 

Miss Val Hart, prosecuting, said: “It was 
a high-risk match with 150 police officers 
working. It was one of the worst occasions 
of in-crowd behaviour during a match. 

Intense 

“Mr Deakin said he retaliated by throw¬ 
ing a bottle after one was thrown at him 
drenching him in beer. Price said he had 
just ‘blew his lid’ and others claimed it was 
an intense game and in the heat of the mo¬ 
ment.” 

All had to pay a £100 fine, £135 in costs 
and a £30 victim surcharge. 

Mike Tanney, defending five, said: “All 
of them regret what they have done and I 
feel that there should be an allowance for 
the context. The genesis of this was not 
the fault of anyone in the crowd, although 
their behaviour was wrong.” Four of the 
men had no previous convictions and the 
majority were season ticket holders 


Revamp will zoo-m in on animals

WORK has started on a £90,000 
revamp of a farmyard building at 
Dudley Zoo. 

The work on the popular attrac¬ 
tion will allow visitors to get even 
closer to the animals. Contractors 
are demolishing the current barn, 
which will be replaced with one 
double its size, hoping to get the 
new-look facility open in time for 
June. 

The work is a key part of major 
developments at the popular at¬ 
traction, which is celebrating its 


80th anniversary year. Matt Lewis, 
zoo manager, said: “The extension 
will allow us to extend our contact 
opportunities as there’ll be lots 
more small and furry animals in 
there for our younger visitors to 
meet as well as the popular farm 
animals. 

“We’re also hoping to include 
fish, invertebrates and amphibians 
and we’ll be reintroducing leaf cut¬ 
ter ants too, a species we haven’t 
had here at DZG for over 20 years.” 

The bigger barn will also allow 


the zoo to expand its education ses¬ 
sions. 

A refurbishment of the outdoor 
area will take place later this year. 

The zoo is gearing up for its 80th 
anniversary celebrations which will 
include a sponsored onesie walk to 
raise money for a new separate out¬ 
door space for its great apes. 

The 5km walk around the zoo’s 
40-acre site takes place on Sat¬ 
urday and it is hoped will raise 
£800,000 to provide a new home 
for its four great apes. 


Man killed 
workmate 
with one 
vicious punch 

A MAN from Yorkshire has been jailed 
for more than eight years after being 
found guilty of killing his colleague with 
a single punch. 

Dean Hartley unleashed a vicious up¬ 
percut on Karl Swift in Halesowen town 
centre, knocking him unconscious. Mr 
Swift, 33, hit his head on the ground and 
died in hospital two days later. 

Hartley, 30, lied to police claiming he 
found Mr Swift on the ground and that 
he must have fallen over. 

After being charged he admitted in¬ 
tending to pervert the course of justice 
but denied manslaughter. A a jury took 
just one hour and 22 minutes to unani¬ 
mously find him guilty. 

Judge James Burbidge QC sentenced 
him to a total of eight years and three 
months at Wolverhampton Crown 
Court. 

The court heard Hartley had five pre¬ 
vious convictions for violence and was 
subject to a suspended sentence for bat¬ 
tery at the time he killed Mr Swift on 
September 8. 

The pair were among a group of six 
workmates who had been drinking at 
the William Shenstone pub. They had 
been arguing about football. Hartley, of 
Burnaby Crescent, Sheffield, told police 
he had been irritated by Mr Swift. 

The group, who had all travelled from 
Yorkshire for work, was thrown out of 
the pub on Queensway, but Mr Swift 
had left on his own a few minutes ear¬ 
lier. Two men who admitted attempting 
to pervert the course of justice will be 
sentenced later. 

Custody escapee 
found In Spain 

A 20-year-old from a Black Country 
residential care centre for people with 
mental health problems has pleaded 
guilty at Wolverhampton Crown Court 
to escaping from custody. 

Jordan Goodwin, also known as Jor¬ 
dan Hagan, absconded from the Hunt- 
ercombe Centre in Underhill Street, 
Langley on March 13, after being made 
the subject of an indefinite hospital 
order at Derby Crown Court in 2011. 

A European Arrest Warrant was is¬ 
sued four days later and he was arrested 
in Spain soon afterwards. He was flown 
from Madrid to Birmingham On March 
24 and arrested on landing. 

Mr Simon Hanns, defending, said: 
“He believes he is somebody who should 
now be in society.” He was remanded in 
custody for a psychiatric report.

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Death driver 
warned to 
expect jail 
sentence 

A MOTORIST from Wordsley is fac¬ 
ing a lengthy prison sentence after 
admitting causing the death of a 
66-year-old man by dangerous driving 
in Stourbridge. 

Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard that Ryan Freeth had been on 
his mobile phone and speeding shortly 
before his car hit Leslie Marks in Am - 
blecote High Street. 

Mr Malcolm Morse, prosecuting, 
explained that two experts had differ¬ 
ent opinions about exactly how fast 
Freeth’s Vauxhall Corsa was going 
when the fatal accident happened on 
November 29, 2015. 

He continued: “We are now in 
agreement that the dangerous driving 
contained the use of a mobile phone 
whilst in motion approaching the 
scene of the accident. 

“The speed, although not assess¬ 
able, was inappropriate and signifi¬ 
cantly in excess of the 30 mph limit.” 

Mr Talbir Singh, defending, said 
Freeth, who was of previous good 
character, had undertaken a signifi¬ 
cant amount of counselling since the 
incident. 

Mr Singh added: “He understands 
that custody is a very clear option for 
him.” 

The defendant from Marshall Cres¬ 
cent, Wordsley was remanded on bail 
for pre sentence reports until May 25. 

Judge Simon Ward told Freeth: 
“Please be under no illusion. Anybody 
convicted of causing another person’s 
death by dangerous driving must ex¬ 
pect a lengthy prison sentence.” 


councillor leaves 
ukip for the Tories 

A UKIP councillor has defected to the 
Tories because he believes the party 
has become ‘too radical’. 

Councillor Paul Bradley, who rep¬ 
resents the Amblecote ward, said he 
has gone as far as he can with UKIP 
following the successful Brexit cam¬ 
paign. 

He has switched to the Conserva¬ 
tives because he feels uncomfortable 
some of the parties ‘national flagstone 
issues’. 

But he added that he wished the 
UKIP group in Dudley well. 

Councillor Bradley said: “I have 
come as far as I can with the party. 
The national side has taken a much 
more radical stance. 

“It will take them back years. It is 
too radical and it is not comfortable.”

Hospital gets £lm to invest in A&E 


DUDLEY’S hospital trust has been awarded £1 mil¬ 
lion in Government funding to invest in its accident 
and emergency department. 

Bosses at Dudley NHS Foundation Trust will 
spend the money on developing a new urgent care 
centre at Russells Hall Hospital. 

The facility will help staff deal with patients com¬ 
ing into A&E more efficiently, relieving hospital re¬ 
sources and meeting waiting time targets. 

The funding has come from the Department of 
Health, which allocated £56m to hospitals around 
the country, earlier this month. 

A spokesman for the trust said: “We are abso¬ 
lutely thrilled to be receiving £lm funding to relieve 
pressure on our accident and emergency depart¬ 


ment. This really is very good news for all of our 
patients. 

“We plan to use the money to build a brand new 
urgent care centre integrated with our emergency 
department. This will allow a centralised point of 
access for patients who will be directed to A&E or 
the UCC depending on their clinical need. 

Benefit 

“Having the two services side by side will mean 
patients will benefit from a seamless service with 
clinicians from primary care and the hospital work¬ 
ing even more closely together.” 

The money from the Government for hospitals, 
totalling £55.98m, forms part of the £100m A&E 


capital funding outlined in the spring Budget by 
Chancellor Philip Hammond. 

It is hoped that the cash can help hospitals across 
the country meet A&E targets of admitting, trans¬ 
ferring and discharging 95 per cent of patients 
within four hours and ease pressure in time for 
winter. 

Hospital trusts have outlined plans to achieve 
this, which include being able to stream primary 
care and place GP practices within their A&E de¬ 
partments. Seventy NHS hospitals nationwide have 
received the funding. 

Russells Hall faced a challenging winter, which 
saw record numbers filing into A&E, putting strain 
on resources. 


£i20k extra made by 
trust on staff parking 


THE trust which runs Russells Hall 
Hospital has made £120,000 extra 
since it put up parking charges for 
staff, it has been revealed. 

Costs for hospital workers were in¬ 
creased during 2012/13 and it has now 
emerged in the three years that followed 
the Dudley Group NHS Trust raked in an 
extra £120,000. 

The information was revealed under the 
Freedom of Information Act and showed large 
increases in cash generated from the pockets of 
doctors, nurses and other staff. 

Money from staff parking brought in 
£323,000 in 2011/12 but a rise in charges saw 
the total rise to £389,000 the following year. 

It then increased to £432,000 in 2013/14 and 
£443,000 in 2014/15, which were the most re¬ 
cent figures made available. 

Hospital bosses said the rise in money gener¬ 
ated was down to parking fees going up. 

When the changes were made, chiefs de¬ 
fended the move and said they ‘have to look at 
opportunities to increase our income’. 

However, they also pointed out workers had 
the opportunity to sign up to a salary sacrifice 
scheme which would see them pay less due to 
savings on tax and national insurance. 

Shameful 

The hikes for staff parking were then fol¬ 
lowed by rises for patients in 2015, which were 
described as ‘shameful’ by campaigners. 

More than 2,600 staff use the car park on a 
regular basis. 

Full-time workers pay £19.50 a month, which 
went up from £15, while staff who use the site 
less often now pay £9.75 a month compared to 
£7.50 in 2011/12. Trust chief executive Diane 
Wake said: “As highlighted in the Freedom of 
Information response, car parking charges for 
staff increased after 2011/12.” 

Councillor Paul Brothwood, UKIP group 
leader in Dudley, described the amount staff 
are being made to pay for parking as ‘immoral’. 

He added: “These poor staff have had limited 
pay rises over a substantial period of time. Hos¬ 
pitals are saying they are short of money and 
they have got to charge staff and patients more. 
It’s nonsense, the money is not being spent on 
the right things.” 

In January, it was revealed that every single 
parking fine appealed at Russells Hall Hospital 
over the financial year 2015/16 was successfully 
overturned.

He trotted onto the M5 at 
Junction 1 in West Bromwich 
on Thursday morning, leading 
emergency services to close both 
carriageways while they tried to 
collar him. 


Traffic remained stationary for 
around an hour while people tried 
to detain Titan, whose owner Kei¬ 
ran Samra lives just a couple of 
hundred yards from the M5. 

He was eventually caught, leav¬ 
ing bemused drivers to continue 
on their way and his owner Mr 
Samra embarrassed. 

The 22-year-old told the Ex¬ 
press & Star: “When Titan got 
back he was panting away - he 
was worn out. He loves running 


about and he’s actually our sec¬ 
ond dog who has ended up on the 
motorway! 

“At the time it was horrible but 
now I’m laughing about it. I do 
feel a bit embarrassed because of 
the delays everyone faced and the 
trouble the police went through, 
but I’m glad he’s safe.” 

It is the second time the pet has 
escaped from the family’s garden 
in recent weeks.

Railway trespass 
number on rise 

MORE people than ever in the West 
Midlands are endangering their lives 
by trespassing on rail tracks, new fig¬ 
ures reveal. 

There were 588 trespass incidents 
in the region last year - a rise of two 
per cent compared to 2015 - accord¬ 
ing to data from Network Rail and the 
British Transport Police. 

There were 58 children caught by 
police too, with boys aged 14 to 16 
being the main offenders and peaks 
coinciding with school holidays. 

Insp Dave Rams, from West Mid¬ 
lands British Transport Police, said: 
“We believe the number of children 
we encounter trespassing every year 
is just the tip of the iceberg.” 

Appeal is made on 
tackling pollution 

CAMPAIGNERS have urged West 
Midlands mayor candidates to commit 
to tackling air pollution. 

A doctor from Sandwell and West 
Birmingham NHS Hospitals Trust and 
academics from the University of Bir¬ 
mingham have signed a letter to the 
candidates. They said: “From Wolver¬ 
hampton to Coventry, legal limits of 
air pollution are broken in every local 
authority in the West Midlands. We 
need our leaders to act.” 

Sarah Gray, of the British Lung 
Foundation, said: “Air pollution is 
pernicious in the way that it unknow¬ 
ingly finds its way into our respiratory 
system.” 

Lions roar back 
in 140-mile ride 

TWO Midland members of a national 
organisation cycled from Blackpool to 
Birmingham in aid of charity. 

Simon Moss and Japp De Jonge 
from Birmingham arrived in the city 
on Monday. 

They attended the annual conven¬ 
tion of Lions Clubs of England Scot¬ 
land, Wales and Ireland which was 
held in the seaside town on Saturday 
- and cycled back. 

Their journey was more than 140 
miles which raised funds for charity 
Hearing Dogs for the Deaf.

Life for man who shot teenager dead 


A GUNMAN who fatally wounded a 
teenager in a parked car before hid¬ 
ing from police in Dudley has been 
jailed for life. 

Isaiah Wright-Young, of no fixed 
abode, was one of two men who 
opened fire on the car in which Ken- 
ichi Phillips sat while it was parked 
in Ladywood, Birmingham, in March 
2016. 


Wright-Young, 37, went into hiding 
after the murder but was discovered 
living in a flat in Dudley by police 
seven months later. 

Kenichi, who was 18, was a passen¬ 
ger in the Seat Ibiza and was struck 
in the jaw and neck by one of the bul¬ 
lets. Two others in the car escaped 
uninjured but Kenichi collapsed and 
died in nearby alleyway. 


Disharn Downie, 18, was arrested 
and convicted of Kenichi’s murder, 
of attempted murder and attempted 
grievous bodily harm. He was jailed 
for 21 years in November. Dean Sil¬ 
vern, 37, was jailed for seven and a 
half years after he was found guilty of 
assisting an offender. 

Isaiah Wright-Young was arrested 
in October in Dudley and charged 


with murder, attempted murder, at¬ 
tempted grievous bodily harm and 
possession of firearms. He will serve 
at least 33 years. 

Detective Inspector Jim Munro, 
who led the investigation, said: “Both 
Downie and Wright-Young intended 
to kill the occupants and it’s only 
through luck alone that others wer¬ 
en’t seriously hurt as a result.” 


Accused says 
he ‘did not 
know' about 
guns deal 

A MAN accused of ‘pulling the 
strings’ when two guns were handed 
to a criminal has claimed he thought 
it was a drugs deal. 

Sunny Dhatt’s fingerprint was on a 
shoe box that held the 9mm semi-au¬ 
tomatic replica Glock handguns and a 
dozen bullets, Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard. The box was found in 
the footwell of a VW Sharan driven 
by Sadaquat Ali, after the vehicle had 
been surrounded by armed police on 
the driveway of his home in Madeley 
Road, Dudley. 

Four minutes earlier he had left 
the Spa supermarket car park in 
Lawnswood Road, Kingswinford, after 
undercover officers watched him col¬ 
lect something from a silver Seat with 
Jermal Simpson at the wheel on Au¬ 
gust 3 last year, said Mr Martyn Bow- 
yer, prosecuting. 

Ali has pleaded guilty to acquiring 
or purchasing the guns and ammuni¬ 
tion, the jury heard. The prosecutor 
alleged that 26-year-old Dhatt and 
Khalad Uddin, aged 35, had organised 
the transfer of the weapons. 

The Seat was stopped by armed po¬ 
lice in Moss Grove, Kingswinford, and 
almost £2,000 cash was discovered 
hidden under a seat. Dhatt insisted 
he knew nothing about the guns and 
ammunition. He said he was friends 
with Simpson and they had been to 
the car park of a nearby Sainsbury’s 
supermarket the previous day to col¬ 
lect cocaine, worth up to £13,000. 

He claimed Uddin told him where 
to pick up the stash, which allegedly 
turned out to be sub standard and was 
to be returned to Uddin after Dhatt 
transferred it into the Adidas shoe 
box, the court heard. 

Phones 

There were 36 contacts between the 
mobile phones of the duo on the day of 
the alleged weapons transfer as well 
as contacts between Dhatt and Simp¬ 
son and Uddin and Ali. 

Mr Bowyer concluded: “Simpson 
was the delivery boy and Ali had been 
the collector with the strings being 
pulled from a safe distance by their 
puppet masters, Uddin and Dhatt.” 

Uddin was arrested at his home on 
October 19, while Dhatt was detained 
at a BMW dealership in Enfield. 

Dhatt of no fixed address, Uddin 
from Scholars Mews, Oxford, and 
Simpson, 24, of Parker Street, Blox- 
wich, all deny conspiring to sell or 
transfer prohibited firearms and am¬ 
munition. Simpson further pleads not 
guilty to selling or transferring two 
9mm handguns and ammunition on 
August 3.

Payouts and few repairs 
but still hole lot of fury 


■TOP OF 
JHE POTS 

POTHOLES are making headlines again 
this week with more reports of damaged 
roads from readers, some good news 
in Staffordshire and anger in the Black 
Country as one road is repaired - ahead 
of major works! 

In Pensnett, council workers were spotted 
filling in holes on the High Street sparking 
comment on Twitter as the road is set undergo 
roadworks. 

There is a £6 million scheme planned which will 
see it widened and have new pedestrian crossings. 
However ward councillor Judy Foster said action 
was needed now to deal with the hazardous road. She 
said: “The new scheme is at the High Oak End and 
we are aware that there are some ruts in the road 
at the junction with High Street near that location 
which might pose a hazard for pedestrians.” 

Meanwhile, work has at last begun repairing a 
succession of potholes and sunken drains around the 
junction 11 island of the M6. 

Compensation 

Figures revealed by the Chronicle last week 
showed payouts of £3,360 had been made to driv¬ 
ers for damage caused in the area over the last four 
years. In total compensation payments of almost 
£350,000 have been paid out by Staffordshire County 
Council because of damage caused by potholes in the 
last four years - with one driver receiving more than 
£4,600, the figures have revealed. 

But reports are still coming in. Glenn Sealey of 
Cannock sent us a picture of a severe pothole on the 
road out of Cannock, in Heath Hayes. 

He said: “For anyone hitting it goes in on a down¬ 
ward slide, and then hits the almost vertical wall 
meaning a small car could become trapped and as it 
would be under way a serious incident would occur. 
A large car could sustain damage. Anyone on a mo¬ 
torcycle is going to be off with the consequences of 
being hit by other traffic.” 

Jo Well reported a number of large deep pot¬ 
holes on the A449 between Stewponey junction and 
Lawnswood Rd junction in Kingswinford. She said: 
“There is a strong possibility of an accident on this 
busy, fast road as drivers swerve to avoid them.” 

Adrian Gallis complained that Wombourne in 
South Staffordshire had been ‘seemingly forgotten 
by Staffordshire highways department’.

He said: “The whole village is blighted by pot¬ 
holes but one of the worst roads is a 200m stretch 
of Station Road starting at Ounsdale Road, there 
are at least 20 holes, some 3ins deep and others 
up to 3ft long. The potholes also continue down 
Bull Meadow Lane. Some holes in these roads 
were paint marked for repair months ago.” 

But even the repairs are being questioned. Staf¬ 
fordshire reader Richard Sears, of Hednesford, 
reported a pothole at the entrance of the Chase 
Golf Club and Spa on Pottal Pool Road in Can¬ 
nock in February. 

He said: “On the 27th April I received an email 
from Staffordshire County Council informing 
me that the pothole had been fixed. On the 29th

April I visited the Golf Club and took the oppor¬ 
tunity to inspect the repaired pothole. Indeed a 
repair had been made to the damaged area but 
unsurprisingly because the repair could best be 
described as shoddy, a pothole is already devel¬ 
oping.” 

And another reader sent us a picture of a deep 
hole in Love Lane, Great Wyrley, which is regu¬ 
larly used as a rat run for traffic trying to escape 
the A34 Walsall Road through the village. 

The Chronicle has invited readers to help us 
find the most pothole-plagued roads in the area 
which we will be flagging up to highways author¬ 
ities and pushing for priority repairs. We will be 
revealing the most problematic areas soon.

Misleading 
a customer 
costs dealer 
over £2,600 

A CAR dealer has been ordered to pay 
£2,665 by a court after making false 
claims about a car sold to a Dudley 
resident. 

Alan Quinn admitted misleading a 
buyer about the mileage of a Renault 
Scenic, which was advertised as hav¬ 
ing clocked up 90,000 miles. It later 
transpired the vehicle had actually 
travelled in excess of 140,000 miles. 

Dudley Magistrates Court heard 
the advert placed by Quinn also failed 
to say the odometer - which measures 
the distance travelled by a car - had 
been replaced in the vehicle. 

The buyer contacted Dudley Coun¬ 
cil’s trading standards team after the 
defendant ignored complaints. 

Quinn, of Moat Gardens, Sapcote, 
Leicestershire, failed to attend court 
for the initial hearing in September 
2015 and a warrant was issued for his 
arrest. 

The 53-year-old was finally brought 
to court last week under warrant, 
where he pleaded guilty to one offence 
on April 24 under the Consumer Pro¬ 
tection from Unfair Trading Regula¬ 
tions and was fined £650. 

He was also ordered to pay costs of 
£1,500, compensation of £500 to the 
consumer and a £65 victim surcharge. 

Tony Oakman, strategic director, 
said: “Trading standards officers in¬ 
vestigate complaints where second 
hand vehicles are not described fully 
or accurately. We will not hesitate to 
take action against traders who make 
misleading actions or omissions which 
deceive the customer and may put 
their safety at risk.”

Kitchen gutted at shift worker's home

A HOUSE was wrecked in a blaze and 
the occupant taken to hospital after 
he fell asleep while cooking a meal. 

The 52-year-old is believed to have 
just finished a night shift and been 
preparing breakfast when the fire 
started around 10.30am on Saturday. 

Neighbours in Hawbush Road, 
Stourbridge, raised the alarm as 
smoke billowed from the kitchen. 

Watch Commander Matt Young 
from Stourbridge fire station who at¬ 
tended with colleagues from Brierley 
Hill, said: “He had put some food on 
the stove and gone upstairs where 


he fell asleep. He had just come off a 
night shift and was very tired. 

“He woke to find the kitchen on fire 
and tried to tackle it himself until he 
was overcome by the smoke. 

“He managed to get outside and we 
gave him some oxygen until the para¬ 
medics took over. He was then taken 
to hospital for a check up. 

Mr Young continued: “It appears 
that the smoke alarm might not 
have worked properly. If he had been 
alerted earlier then the house would 
not have suffered considerably less 
damage.” 


The blaze gutted the kitchen and 
caused serious smoke damage to the 
two-bedroom end-of-terrace property 
where the man lived alone. 

Fire crews said they would ‘discour¬ 
age’ him from continuing to live at 
the address until it had been repaired 
and were prepared to offer advice on 
alternative accommodation. 

They were planning to check other 
homes in the area were fitted with 
working smoke alarms. Mr Young 
added: “It is impossible to overstate 
the importance of this. We will fit one 
free of charge if necessary.” 


Recycling bins being 
scrapped due to misuse 


RECYCLING points across Dudley 
borough are to be scrapped. 

The bins allow residents to drop off any 
extra recyclable rubbish including glass, 
textiles, cardboard, paper, card, plastic, 
cans and cartons. 

But bosses have decided to remove them 
because they are being abused and people are 
fly-tipping around the bins. 

Getting rid of the 12 banks will also save the 
cash-strapped council £45,000. 

Opposition councillor Patrick Harley has 
slammed the decision and blamed the council 
for not emptying the bins often enough. 

He said: “If the council emptied the bins 
more frequently they wouldn’t be full. Obvi¬ 
ously they’re overused. If people are dumping 
their stuff at the side of the bins it’s because 
they can’t get it in the recycle containers. 

“The service is a really popular measure and 
it shouldn’t be taken away because it’ll result 
in even more fly-tipping in the countryside.” 

The bins were rolled out across the borough 
around 15 years ago and proved successful. 

However, a council document states that the 
system is ‘not cost effective’ and recorded ton¬ 
nage from the sites during the first six months 
of 2016/17 was little more than 365 ton, equal¬ 
ling just four per cent of the overall dry recy¬ 
cling collected by the council. 

Kerbside 

Councillor Hilary Bills, cabinet member for 
environmental services, said previous recycling 
points had also been removed due to fly tipping. 

She said: “Everyone has recycling now 
through the kerbside bags so we’re finding the 
bins are being abused more by businesses and 
some people were even coming from outside the 
borough to drop things off. 

“When the recycling bank is full people are 
fly-tipping around them so we had to give it a 
rethink. The system has been abused.” 

The recycling sites are on Flood Street and 
Stafford Street in Dudley, Castle Street in 
Coseley, Wordsley Green in Wordsley, Manor 
Park and Morrison’s on Stallings Lane in King- 
swinford, Birmingham Street in Halesowen, 
Toys Lane in Colley Gate, Church Street in 
Stourbridge, Asda on Pearson Street in Brier- 
ley Hill, the BP petrol station in Upper Gornal 
and Mary Stevens Park in Stourbridge. 

The recycling point on Stafford Street has 
been closed and the others will close from June 
1 .

Airport car 
park fees 
should not 
be sky high 


ALONG with bogus charges for car hire, 
airport car parking charges are one of the 
great holiday rip-offs of modern times. 

In a sensible world, there is no reason 
whatsoever why a multi-storey car park 
at an airport should cost more than in 
any major town or city. Logically, it ought 
to be less. After all, airports are large, 
spacious out-of-town sites, and nobody 
goes there for any reason other than to 
get a plane. 

Yet, at Birmingham Airport for example, 
the official NCP car park charges £36 a 
day. For a two-week holiday, that could 
be more than the cost of the flight. 

Little wonder then that people turn 
to the cheaper “valet parking” services, 
where a driver collects your car from the 
airport, parks it in a supposedly secure 
place for the duration of the trip, and then 
delivers it to you on your return. 

But it now emerges that some of the 
operators have a slightly unusual defini¬ 
tion of “secure parking”. Lichfield couple 
David and Julia O’Neill returned from 
a fortnight in Vietnam to be hit with a 
parking ticket. It emerged that the valet 
parking operator, which charged them 
£100 for secure parking at Heathrow, had 
simply dumped their vehicle in a public 
car park, and not paid the correct fees. 
Worse still, an investigation revealed that 
hundreds of other cars had been left at 
public car parks, many with Heathrow 
barrier tickets on display, an open invi¬ 
tation to thieves who knew the owners 
were on holiday. Unbelievable.

EDMUND King, the president of the 
AA, has come up with a novel idea to 
raise money for investment in Britain’s 
overcrowded roads.

‘greener’ 

THERE was an announce¬ 
ment on April 22 that, for 
the first time since the start 
of the Industrial Revolu¬ 
tion, this country had gone 
a whole 24-hour period 
without using coal to fuel 
our generators. 

Those making this an¬ 
nouncement made a big deal 
of this, saying we’re becom¬ 
ing ‘greener’ by doing this. 

We all must be concerned 
about the tons of carbon 
dioxide and other noxious 
gases being put out by the 
old coal burning power sta¬ 
tions so must be pleased 
about this fact. But we don’t 
have sufficient capacity in 
electricity production from 
solar or wind power, along 
with our ageing nuclear 
power stations, to meet our 
needs on a permanent basis. 

More importantly, we 
have converted some coal 
burning power stations to 
burn wood. When burning 
wood more noxious products 
enter the atmosphere than 
when we burn coal!

A thank you from me 
will never be enough 


AN air ambulance crew who saved 
a pregnant woman’s life after she 
was stabbed 24 times have been pre¬ 
sented with a Pride of Birmingham 
Award. 

Midlands Air Ambulance Chari¬ 
ty’s critical care paramedics Steven 
Mitchell and Karen Baker, along 
with pilot Richard Steele accepted 
the award last week. 

The trio flew out of RAF Cosford 
after receiving a 999 call to help Na¬ 
talie Queiroz, from Sutton Coldfield, 
who was stabbed when she was eight 
months pregnant, leaving her with 
life threatening wounds, and major 
blood loss. The crew were nomi¬ 
nated for the Pride of Birmingham 
Emergency Services Award for their 
‘heroism and incredible skill under 
extreme pressure’. 

Natalie paid an emotional tribute 
to them on the evening, thanking 


them for their quick work saving 
both her and her unborn baby. 

She said: “My baby and I would 
not be here today if it was not for the 
Midlands Air Ambulance, and my 
other two daughters would not have 
their mum or little sister. Thank you 
will never be enough.” 

After receiving the initial 999 call, 
Helimed03 from the RAF Cosford 
airbase was immediately despatched 
to the scene with a three-man crew 

Pilot Richard landed the helicop¬ 
ter safely on the High Street, as 
close to the patient as possible, and 
once mother and the unborn baby 
were stabilised at the scene, Natalie 
was in the air ambulance on her way 
to the Queen Elizabeth Hospital in 
Birmingham.

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Help find 
the driver 
who hit my 
teenage son 


A MOTHER-OF-SEVEN has issued a plea for 
people to come forward with information 
after her teenage son was involved in a hit- 
and-run accident. 

Matt Lucarelli, aged 17, had been walking his 
girlfriend to the bus stop when he was hit by the 
car outside his house in Powis Avenue, Tipton, on 
April 15. He was taken to Sandwell Hospital with a 


broken ankle and bruis¬ 
es, only regaining some 
of his memory about the 
incident now. 

Distraught mother, Julie 
Lucarelli, aged 49, who is 
a full-time carer, said: “I 
had just been shopping with 
my daughter and was on 
the way back home and I 
thought ‘oh my God’ what’s 
going on outside my house 
as there were ambulances 
there. 

“Then my other son 
phoned me up screaming 
down the phone saying that 
Matt had been run over. 

Concerning 

“I ran across the road 
but I was too scared to go 
by him. It was awful.” She 
added: “He had crossed his 
girlfriend over the road to 
catch the bus and he was on 
the way back home when it 
happened. 

“We think he was knocked 
out because when he was in 
the ambulance they thought 
his injuries were a lot worse 
than what they turned out 
to be.” 

Matt, who has minor 
learning difficulties, is now 
recovering at home. 

He is currently studying 
public services at college. 
Mrs Lucarelli is now calling 
for more information about 
the accident and is asking 
for the police to be more in¬ 
volved. 

She added: “The car that 
hit him had been dodging 
in and out of the traffic just 
before it hit Matt. No po¬ 
lice turned up and no-one 
has properly been in con¬ 
tact since. When we went 
to West Bromwich station 
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Matt with his mum Julie 


to complain they thought 
Matt had been injured in a 
car instead of actually hit 
by one - it is confusing and 
concerning. The main thing 
now is that we catch the per¬ 
son who did it.” 

Julie continued: “It was a 
horrible experience. When I 
saw him he didn’t even re¬ 
alise who I was. The whole 
situation and the way it 
has been handled has been 
shocking.” 

Phoned 

The family now hope that 
they can find the driver and 
bring him to court. 

A spokesman for West 
Midlands Police said: “We 
were alerted to the incident 
from West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service at 2.50pm on 
April 15. 

“It was a car versus pe¬ 
destrian and a male had 
injuries to his ankle and 
elbow. We have had con¬ 
versations with his parents 
and they phoned to update 
us with what had happened. 
An appointment was made 
for us to go and see Matt.”

Nurseries located in above 
the limit pollution hot-spots 


DOZENS of nurseries in the Black 
Country and Staffordshire are sit¬ 
uated next to roads which have 
above-limit pollution levels, an in¬ 
vestigation has found. 

The West Midlands stands second in a 
list of the top 10 areas with the highest 
polluted roads in the UK. 

Across the West Midlands, Birmingham is the 
highest affected area, with Sandwell and Wol¬ 
verhampton behind. 

Greenpeace measured how many nurseries 
were within 150 metres of roads which breach 
the legal limit for N02 - nitrogen dioxide - the 
legal limit annually is 40mg. 


Sandwell has 14 nurseries which are affected 
by pollution. The Branch nursery, Beeches 
Road, has the highest with 46.31 annual micro¬ 
grams of N02 per cubic metre. The Little Wendy 
House, Walsall Street, Wonderland Children’s 
Nursery, Holyhead Road and Wesley Playcentre 
at the Wesley Centre were closely behind with 
46.13mg. 

The Branch,Wesley Playcentre and Won¬ 
derland Children’s Nursery were unable to 
comment. However, a spokeswoman for Little 
Wendy House said: “I’d say that it doesn’t really 
affect us in that way. We’re lucky where we are 
because even though we are close to the main 
road, the nursery itself is set back from the road. 
It’s in a protected area in a way because you’ve 
got the buildings and trees that surround us.” 


Other nurseries severely affected by pollution 
in the Black Country are Learning Journey’s 
Daycare, Wolverton Road, Dudley, with 52.4mg 
and Stanley’s Nursery, Birchills Street, Walsall, 
which was clocked at 47.34mg. 

Stacey Hill, manager of Learning Journey’s 
Daycare, said: “We are very concerned but it is 
down to the Government. There’s nothing we 
can physically do to prevent it, we can’t shelter 
the kids and put a cell around them, can we?” 

In Wolverhampton, Little Scholars Day Nurs¬ 
ery, Randall Lines House recorded the highest 
at 44.06mg, with Little Oaks, Stafford Road and 
TLC Neighbourhood Nursery, Dunstall Road 
closely behind with 43.93mg. A spokesperson for 
Little Oaks Nursery said: “We’re quite far from 
the main road so it’s not much of a problem.” 


Call to treat 
Hep C earlier 

A STUDY of young people with childhood 
acquired hepatitis C, led by Birmingham 
Children’s Hospital liver experts, has 
shown that serious long-term liver dam¬ 
age could be prevented through early use 
of antiviral therapy. 

Hepatitis C affects over 185 million 
people worldwide and 215,000 in the UK. 
Around 350,000 die each year - 84,000 
from Europe. 

Dr Line Modin, of the Liver Unit at 
Birmingham Children’s Hospital, said: 
“Detection of the virus should be aimed 
at relevant risk groups, particularly young 
intravenous drug abusers.” 

Cases in young people are mainly con¬ 
tracted from their mother at birth or via 
intravenous drug use. New drugs are 90 to 
100 per cent successful in preventing seri¬ 
ous liver disease, but are not yet available 
for children.

changes can make a huge difference. 

“We thought the globe enrichment was 
a fun way to help spread the Earth Day 
message to visitors and our spider mon¬ 
keys were certainly appreciative to get the 
treats.” 

“We placed the globes around their climb¬ 
ing frame and left them to discover their 
treats and they were ripping them open and 
using their prehensile tails to hang from the 
ropes to reach for the hanging globes, which 
is just as they should do.” 


One man's mission 
to get workers fitter 

A UNIVERSITY researcher from Birmingham has ambi¬ 
tions to boost physical activity in the workplace. 

PhD researcher Ayazullah Safi, of Birmingham City 
University’s School of Health Sciences, is aiming to raise 
awareness of the importance exercise for working adults. 

A quarter of women, and just a fifth of men, do not par¬ 
ticipate in at least 30 minutes of moderate physical activity 
each week. Some say they are just too busy with work. 

Mr Safi said: “Employers are increasingly aware of the 
negative impact poor health and fitness levels can have on 
employees’ success both within and outside the workplace. 

“Last year in the UK, it was estimated 137.3 million 
working days were lost due to sickness or injury, back and 
neck pain, stress, depression and anxiety. By increasing 
employees’ physical activity levels it is possible that some 
of these conditions can be reduced.” 

He is assessing more than 500 staff at the university.

A RARE piece of Wolves’ 
history from the club’s 
1908 FA Cup final win is 
being sold at auction. 

The 15 carat gold winner’s 
medal was presented to Billy 
Wooldridge, the then Wolves’ 
captain, following the 3-1 vic¬ 
tory over Newcastle United. 

More than a century later it is 
expected to fetch between £6,000 
and £8,000 when it goes under the 
hammer next month. 

The victory was the club’s second 
in the FA Cup and came 46 years 
before Wolves were first crowned 
First Division champions. The 
medal is in a good condition and 
an engraving on the back features

the skipper’s name. It currently 
belongs to Shirley Burn, from Li¬ 
chfield, who said she bought it from 
Wooldridge’s grandson in 1979. 

“My late husband and I had a 
shop in Birmingham and one day 
Billy Wooldridge’s grandson came 
and said ‘do you want it, I have de¬ 
cided to sell it,”’ she explained. 

“It was quite sad really. My late 
husband was a lifelong fan and he 
tried to talk the guy out of it. He 
told him it was such an important 
piece of history. But the man would 
not be convinced and we bought it 
off him.” After Mrs Burn’s late 


husband died in 1994 she loaned it 
to Wolves and for 21 years it held 
pride of place in the club’s mu¬ 
seum. But now the 57-year-old has 
decided to sell the medal, which 
comes complete with its original 
box. 

Billy Wooldridge was born in 
Netherton in 1878 and went on to 
make 356 appearances for Wolves, 
scoring 90 goals in 12 years at Mo- 
lineux. 

An entry in ‘The Wolves’ ency¬ 
clopaedia published in 1989, reads: 
“Billy was a wonderful servant to 
Wolves - a player who was never 
flurried, never overawed, and 
one who never gave less than 100 
per cent effort out on the park, 
whether performing in defence or 
attack. He played centre-half be¬ 


tween Hunt and Bishop in the 1908 
FA Cup Final, skippering Wolves to 
a memorable victory. With his thick 
black moustache, ‘Wooly’ was a com¬ 
manding figure in the team.” 

When Wolves won the FA Cup in 
1908 there were only two divisions 
in English football, each with 20 
teams. Cup favourites Newcastle fin¬ 
ished fourth in the first division and 
Wolves finished ninth in division two. 

The club had first lifted the trophy 
in 1893 and have won the competi¬ 
tion on a total of four occasions with 
further success in 1949 and 1960. 

Billy Wooldridge’s winner’s medal 
will go under the hammer through 
Graham Budd Auctions at Sotheby’s 
in London on May 16. Mr Budd, said: 
“It is a very rare medal and hopefully 
it will make a good price.”

AN eyesore pub could be converted into 
eight apartments. A planning application 
has been submitted to adapt The Commer¬ 
cial Inn in Pensnett. The pub has stood emp¬ 
ty for more than 
10 years and 
has previously 
been hit by van¬ 
dals who have 
smashed the 
windows on the 
first floor.

Anger over £6m scheme for 
free school on existing site 


A £6 MILLION Black Country 
free school could be based 
on the site of another school 
which is controversially due 
to close down this year. 

Plans to create the free primary 
school have been given an initial 
green light by the Department for 
Education. 

And council chiefs have revealed 
they are considering using the Coseley 
School site as the base for the Colle¬ 
giate Academy Trust. The secondary 
school is due to close in August, but 
was previously planned to reopen after 


three years. Coseley East councillor 
Star Anderton blasted the announce¬ 
ment as ‘nonsensical’. She told the 
Express & Star: “It’s nonsensical and 
has upset a lot of families. Coseley just 
keeps losing. 

“I would also ask if a free school 
is really the answer here as it takes 
everything out of the local authority’s 
control. Also we need to know where 
all of the kids going to the free school 
will go to high school. I think we need 
a high school more.” 

The Collegiate Academy Trust has 
been given approval to proceed to the 
next stage, which includes confirming 
a location for the school. 


Tony Oakman, strategic director of 
people at Dudley Council, said: “We 
are pleased that the grounds of the 
former Coseley School are being con¬ 
sidered for this development.” 

Sir Mark Grundy, executive princi¬ 
pal at Shireland Collegiate Academy, 
said: “Our trustees are delighted that 
the Department for Education has 
agreed for us to proceed with our next 
group of Technology Primary Free 
Schools.” 

If approved, the school would be 
known as the Coseley Technology 
Primary. It would cater for 420 pupils 
when full, while offering an additional 
52 pre-school places.

I knew the bare bones of it and had a grasp of what it was 
about. I’ve had the opportunity to learn so much about 
her story and the Argentinian history but I wasn’t familiar 
with a lot of it before.” 

That knowledge gap proved advantageous to 
Emma , who was able to originate her character from 
scratch - rather than trying to imitate another actress’s 
performance. 

“Because I haven’t seen any of the productions, I don’t 
have anything else to go on. I’m stepping into quite big 
shoes with the people who have played it before. But 
it would be detrimental to think too much about what 
they’ve done. I don’t want to be caught up on others, I’d 
lose my confidence slightly. By approaching it myself, 
it’s completely my own take.”

Emma has led a varied career, playing in 

Dreamboats, We Will Rock You, Wicked 
and more. Her roles in Wicked and 
We Will Rock You won her a slew 
of Award nominations. But she’s 
enjoyed getting her teeth into a 
real character, rather than a 
fictional one. 

“I think it’s a very well 
known show that was very 
well written and is well 
loved. To portray a real life 
character is a privilege 
and something to be 
respected. And both 
vocally and in terms 
of acting, it’s been a 
massive challenge. I took 
the role as much to see 
whether I could do it or 
not. I like a challenge. It’s 
something very different to 
what I’ve done before. From 
a performing perspective, it’s 
important for people to see I’m 
versatile. Hopefully that will lead to 
a longer career.”

M asterChef fans are a loyal 
lot. It’s genuinely accepted 
these days that the show 
only becomes compulsive viewing 
in the final week, so top marks if 
you’ve managed to stay the course 
again throughout its 12th series. 

At least there have been plenty of 
variety in the tasks, as increasingly 
svelte pudding-king Gregg Wallace 
and sidekick John Torode have 
gone about their business whittling 
down the original 64 contenders. 

There have been Calling Cards, 
Invention Tests, Critic’s Meals and 
Chef’s Tables, as well as heats, 
knockout weeks, team relays and 
trips abroad. 

Some would say it’s almost as 
confusing as the cooks’ 
complicated dishes. 

This week has already been a 
gruelling one for the finalists 
attempting to bake, fry, steam, roast 
and boil their way to success. 

On Monday, the remaining five 
went to Winfield House, the official 
residence of the US ambassador to 
the UK, where they had just four 


hours to serve a five-course dinner 
with an American theme for the 
diplomat and his guests, under the 
watchful eye of Michelin-starred 
chef Paul Ainsworth. 

Then on Wednesday, the surviving 
four embarked on a culinary 
adventure in South Africa, where 
their skills will be pushed to the limit 
in three demanding tests involving a 
braai (a traditional South African 
barbecue), a lunch service at The 
Test Kitchen, ranked as one the 
world’s top 25 restaurants, and a 
dinner fit for Cape Town’s cultural 
and culinary elite. 

Then last night, the chefs were 
whittled down again as they faced 
the toughest challenge of the 
competition - the Chef’s Table. 

First, they were out to impress 
judges Wallace and Torode with a 
classic dish that bears their own 
personal stamp. 

Then the remaining trio got the 
chance to cook a three-course lunch 
menu alongside modern culinary 
legend Sat Bains at his two-Michelin- 
starred restaurant in Nottingham. 


However, to add to the pressure, a 
table of the UK’s finest chefs - 
Shaun Rankin, Steve Groves, Tom 
Kitchin, Paul Ainsworth, Ashley 
Palmer-Watts and Clare Smyth - 
were waiting with knives and forks in 
hand to sample their efforts. 

Tonight, the formidable seven- 
week contest reaches its climax and 
the finalists are pushed to the limit 
one last time. 

This is their chance to show 
everything they have learned, and 
over three hours demonstrate what 
sort of cook they have become. 

They must produce three 
exceptional courses, push the 
culinary boundaries and give the 
judges an awe-inspiring tasting. 

Then it’s over to Wallace and 
Torode to decide which of the trio 
deserves to succeed last year’s 
victor Jane Devonshire and be 
crowned MasterChef Champion 
2017. 

Despite MasterChef the series 
being a slog at times, this final 
should, like any mouthwatering 
starter dish, leave fans wanting more.

Our 10-year-old son has taken up golf and 
keen to do things as a family we decided to 
try our hand at the sport. 

It was with this new and shared inter¬ 
est in a ‘frustrating but fun’ sport that 
we thought we would visit The Belfry at 
Wishaw, near Sutton Coldfield. Just an 
hour’s drive from home you could say that 
it is virtually on our doorstep. 

The Belfry is synonomous with golf and 
has been home to the Ryder Cup four times 
- it has played host to more Ryder Cup 
matches than any other venue in the world. 

Our family room had a balcony over¬ 
looking the stunning Brabazon course. Its 
manicured greens and majestic fairways 
have challenged the biggest legends of the 
golfing world.

It was glorious to be able to stand on the 
balcony and look out at this iconic course. 

We started the day with a family lesson at 
the PGA Golf Academy - it’s the only PGA 
branded golf academy in England. 

The academy was a hive of activity and 
we were swept away by senior PGA coach 
Derek Simpson to our session in one of the 
five individual custom fitting suites. An 
hour flew by with Derek giving us a mas¬ 
terclass on our swing - watching and then 
videoing our technique in detail. 

Our posture and swing were compared to 
Tiger Woods (a tad unfair I think!), but it 
was so interesting to see how all three of us 
performed. Derek was professional and his 
great sense of humour kept us entertained 
and enthusiastic. 

The hour’s lesson was a warm up for our 
game later in the day. The Belfry has three 
courses - Brabazon as mentioned, the PGA 
National which has hosted two European 
tour events and The Derby. 

The Derby is a parkland course and is 
perfect for players of all levels. As beginners 


it was the course for us. A little daunted at 
first, we teed off and thoroughly enjoyed 
the nine holes we played of the 18-hole 
tree-lined course. Described as a gentle 
challenge, it posed more of a difficult task 
for the three of us. 

The class of the hotel is on a par with 
the fantastic golf courses. It seems to cater 
for all. For families it has the indoor pool, 
woodland walk and The Belfry’s Ryder Leg¬ 
ends Mini Golf course - a 12-hole course in¬ 
spired by the legendary Ryder Cup courses. 

Classics 

For couples there is the luxury spa with 
treatments and the unique experience of 
Fire & Ice featuring 12 bio-thermal rooms. 
There is also the AA Rosette restaurant The 
Ryder Grill, where you can enjoy a la carte 
dining and stunning views of the golf course 
while watching the open plan kitchen. 

And, if you are there for business, there 
are 22 conference and event rooms, as well 
as the golf, restaurants, bars, a nightclub 
and spa. In 2013, The Belfry underwent a 
£26 million renovation. Further work has 
since been carried out to the spa and other 


areas of the four-star hotel and resort. 

Food at the resort can be either casual or 
a la carte in The Ryder Grill. Rocca’s Pizza 
Pasta Restaurant hit the spot on the first 
night with a menu of Italian classics. The 
casual surroundings were ideal with vari¬ 
ous parties coming in through the evening - 
most did not seem to be staying at the hotel, 
but had travelled to the hotel. 

Tomato and buffalo mozzarella, stuffed 
mini calzone and spicy chicken rigatoni 
were just some of the delicious dishes we 
had. Our son had his eye on Rocca’s Choc¬ 
olate Amore - a layered chocolate heaven 
cake - for dessert, but unfortunately he did 
not leave any room. 

From the minute we arrived to the mo¬ 
ment we left, service at The Belfry was 
outstanding. Staff wherever we went were 
polite and professional, and seemed to go 
that extra mile. It was also so nice to see 
younger members of staff were courteous. 
My husband and I passed comment after 
our visit that we had not encountered such 
friendly staff in a large venue before. 

The Belfry was a wonderful place to 
spend family time together.

How gratifying it must be for Skoda - a brand always 
strong on value - to see customers lining up to spend 
more than they could get away with. 

For nearly everyone ordering a new Skoda Kodiaq, the 
firm’s first seven seater, wants the version that sits near 
the top of the range, not near the bottom. 

The Kodiaq (its name alluding to a bear found in 
Alaska) is available from £21,565 but 85 per cent of 
potential purchasers want posher ones costing more 
than £7,000 extra. 

That surely signals Skoda’s warranted arrival among 
cars that are fancied for their looks and ability more than 
their list price. A drive in the newcomer says the first 
owners of a Kodiaq made the right choice. 

The Kodiaq is a genuinely spacious car, with three 
rows of seats in the upper two trim levels (SE L and 
Edition) with the rearmost pair capable of comfortably 
seating a couple of young teenagers. They might have to 
scramble past a second row of seats that slide forward 
but whose bases don’t tilt upward, but the Kodiaq is 
going to be an answer for families sometimes called on 
to transport kids to football. 

Better still, even with the third row in use there’s the 
same amount of luggage space behind them that you 
might find in your average small hatchback -so enough 
for a decent shop. Fold all the seats down and the 
Kodiaq could probably house its namesake. 



There’s so much space in the rear 

You can’t opt for the third row in the entry level Kodiaq 
S and it costs £1,000 on the next grade up (SE) but 
almost all the early adopters are buying three-rowed 
versions anyway. They’ll also favour a Kodiaq with a 
150 horsepower 2.0 litre diesel, the same unit that does 
sterling service in a host of other Volkswagen Group 
cars, from Audi through SEAT to VW itself. It costs from 
£27,114 in an SE level car, equipped with a 6-speed DSG 
automatic gearbox. Also on offer is a 190 horsepower 
diesel and a trio of petrol engines, two 1.4 litres offering 
125 or 150 horsepower and a more powerful 2.0 litre 
petrol with 180 horses. The lowest powered petrol model 
is the only Kodiaq available with a manual 6-speed 
gearbox and front wheel drive. 

All the rest of the range comes with either an auto box 
or on-demand all-wheel drive, or both. They’re both on 
parade in the current range topping Edition, at £34,050 
and coming with the 150 horsepower diesel, whose 
144g/km tailpipe emissions promise a reasonable £200 
road tax hit from new under the latest Treasury revamp. 

Most powerful engine at present is the 190 horsepower 
2.0 litre diesel, available in a single SL L trim version for 
£33,110. Later in the year we’ll see a Scout model with 
more obvious off-road looks and then a SportLine. 

There’s a sense of real solidity in the Kodiaq’s 
cabin. Everything, from simplest switch to the satellite 
navigation system on the SE L and Edition models 
does its job so well you know many candles have been 
burned at both ends to make things just... well, work. 

The entry level S, with just a 1.4 petrol engine, has 
LED daytime running lights, manual air conditioning, 17 
inch alloy wheels, DAB radio and SmarkLink to easily 
connect your smartphone. Up a grade, to SE and we 
find 18 inch alloys, cruise control, rear parking sensors, 
dual zone climate control and auto dimming mirrors. 

The likely most popular level - SE L, tops up these 
goodies with sat nav, still larger (19 inch) alloys, powered 
tailgate, Alcantara trim and heated front seats. 

Topping the Kodiaq tree, the Edition piles on leather 
upholstery, metallic paint and chrome roof rails. Added 
techno features include lane assist, high beam assist 
and wireless charging for a compatible mobile phone. 

Depending on model, you’ll also find evidence of 
Skoda’s Simply Clever thinking, from umbrella hidden in 
a front door to ice scraper sitting in the fuel filler flap. 

But back to the ride in an SE L150 diesel. It’s no ball of 
fire (9.5 seconds to 0-62mph), but plenty potent enough 
for satisfactory progress and quiet with it. 

A journey’s end 50.5mpg on the dash readout (the 
official average is 52.3mpg) hinted that longer term 
acquaintance with a Kodiaq would only cement a 
positive relationship with an impressive new Skoda.
